parts, to protect the fabric from moist 
tire and disintegration and it will be

It j<) more comfortable for 


;he passengers and may be economy to 
protect tbe car, at tunes, from bumpa 
tad unusual vibration by running in, 
car tracks, rather than over rough, cob- 
>lestone pavements, and the tires wo«*t 
>e injured noticeably by doing thi» 
occasionally—it is the continued, prac- 
tice that shortens tho mileage. 


Quite often the pavement along in-" 


. do edges of rails ia very rough 
and may result in cuts to the robber 
and bruises to the fabric. Bails on. 


s are to bo avoided as much a* pos- 


sible as they usually have sharp, thia 
splinters on the edges, which are liable 
io cut or puncture the tires.

muck, core cannot be exercised in ikm

The elasticity of rubber permits •£ 


cut in the tread to expand when under 
the weight of machine and in contact 
with the road 
In this way such for- 


eign matter as grit, sand and pebble* 
are forced into tho cut 
With each 


resolution of the wheel, tha accumu- 
lation of foreign matter acts as a wedge 
and further forces itself between th* 
tread and fabric of tho tire It is not 
unusual for these lumps or "mud 
boils,1' if neglected, to cause a com- 
plete separation, of the tread.

Grease and Oil. 


It is pretty generally known that 


gasoline, grease, oil, and other fatty 
sub-star 068 are solvents of robber. 
Oiled parkways and roads arc not par- 
ticularly harmful especially after th« 
oil has soaked into the roadway. But 
pools of oil should bo avoided. 


ESccts from Grease 


If garago floors are not kept clean 


and tho tiros stand m a pool of oil, 
the treads soften and the tractioa 
strain in service stretches the rubber 
in a wavy outline 


Probably the most damage is ex- 


; 
enenced fi om grease in differential 
ousmg, vorLing out into the brake 
drums and then onto the side walls of 
the tires 
This nay result from loosa 


bearings, too mnch grease, or from 
using grease not suitab'e for the dif- 
ferential. 


Grease and oil can be very easily r«- 


•noved by a rag saturated with gaso-

NEW YORK, Dec. 27—The Ameri 


can Metal Market and Daily Iron 
Steel Keport will review the steel and 
iron trade tomorrow as follows 


Tbe iron and steel producing trade 


is somewhat relieved by the 
clea 


prospect that no price revision will be 
urged by the Washington authorities 
In the near future 
It is felt that the 


system of set prices has worked very 
well lideed, on the whole, and that any 
interference would be likely to cause 
confusion 
It la itrennously, assorted 


that prices are not too high Consider- 
ing* the circumstances they are much 
less favorable to the producers than 
wu contemplated when the basis was 
agreed upon September 21st, aa costs 
have Increued very materially since 
then through wage advances and have 
been ]»rtlcularl} high in the past few 
weeka on account of restricted pro- 
duction doe to tbe railroads being un- 
able to deliver sufllcient raw mater- 
ials 


So far as concerns steel for ordin- 


ary commercial purposes 
there 


practically no market as inquiry a 
very limited and producers ha\e prac 
•Ucally nothing to offer 
On account of 


heavy deliveries of Government stee1 
and restricted production as well, de- 
liveries to ordinary commercial risers 
on contracts have b«n drawn 
out 


and mills are not making much head- 
way in working off their contract ob- 
ligations 
While the market is ex- 


pected to grow somewhat more active 
after the turn of the iyear the general 
appraisal la that there will be very 
little steel available for uses entirely

Trade Commission goes to some P«in» 
to gtv* Ms views on the coal situation, 
basing Ks statements upon the re- 
sults of investigations made by its 
cost accountants and others 


Imperfect transportation and con- 


tinued misuse of coal car equipment is 
still at the bottotm of the present ser- 
ious situation regarding," is the con- 
clwiion of the commission in its re- 
port. 


Tb« commission which ha* for the 


past year had a large force of cost 
accountants, investigators and econ- 
omists studying the co»l problem told 
Congress again what it stated 
last 


June in a special report—that there is 
a sufficient and adequate supply of 
coal cars, but tnat misuse of them 
makes capacity output impossible. 


The commission quoted excerpts 


from its~report of Juae 20, adding. 
"Passage of time ha* demonstrated 
the correctness of th« commission'^ 
statement 
The delay In tbs move- 


ment of coal cars—both loaded and 
empty—continues to limit the output 
of the mines Movements of coal cars, 
so slow ai to average 12 to IS miles 
per day are now matters of common 
knowledge. No effort at stimulation, 
either by way of exhortation to labor 
or increased prices to operators can 
avail against the absolute limit of pro- 
duction set by the misuse of coat car 
equipment of which, if properly used, 
there is an adequate supply 


"The commission believes thst sub- 


sequent events have demonstrated the 
correctness of tbe statement that 'the 
coal Industry in paralyzing the indus- 
tries of tho country, and that tie coal 
Industry itself Is paralyzed by the Jail- 
nre of transportation ' " 


The excerpts from the commission- 


er's report of last June which It thus 
deems passage of time has uphold and 
which are repeated, declare 


"The present production, of bitum- 


inous coal the country over Is about 
40 per cent of tho possible maximum, 
and this limitation Is solely to 
be 


charged ai to primary cause, to faul- 
ty rail transportation 
The present 


demand for coal is unprecedented bnt 
the mines now open are capable of 
filling this demand if adequate 
supply Is furnished 


'It is a fact in the bituminous in- 


dustry that the capacity of a mine for 
production and tbe capafctty of labor 
is limited absolutely by the supply 
from day to day of coal cars, for the 
moving of the product. Thus we havi 
found that, with the market at un- 
heard of prices labor is often stand- 
ing idle at the mines and, production 
is limited as compared with the pos- 
sible productive capacity 


"We find that mine labor is being 


disorganized by reason of irregular 
employment and fo-ced idleness and 
that in sorne fields bituminous mines 
are working onl> three or four days a 
week and tnat willing labor and will- 
ing operators are standing idle half 
the time 


'In other fields where there is now 


a more nearly adequate car supply 
the irregularity 
of car 
supply in 


months past haa 90 disorganlred and 
discouraged labor that these mines are 
not now nearly at full capacity of pro- 
duction 
Tbe Irregularity and uncer- 


tainty of employment has caused ithe 
miners to "be tempted to leave the 
mines and go into other employment, 
and, having lett, it is difficult to bring 
them back. \ 
• 


"The commission belic\ es that there 


are enough coal cars in the country 
but that there are not enough coal 
cars delivered to the mines, and that 
an Inadequate supply having been de- 
livered to the mines and loaded, these 
cars are not moved to the point o£ con- 
sumption either *ith the greatest of 
expedition, nor are they promptly dis- 
charged upon their arrival at thm des- 
tination " 
} 


In the latest report the commission 


urns to clear up an apparent misin- 
terpretation of Its position regarding 
corporate relationship between trans- 
portation companies and coal com- 
panies In its report of June last the 
commission said in part 


"Whatever measure of success has 


marked the efforts of the commission 
with relation to anthracite coal has 
been largely because the cat supply
